». “Ready or not — Here they come!” 

:  That’s the slogan the Sequoia High School District Cifizens 
®ommittee has adopted to emphasize the need for Tuesday's 
$7,925,000 bond issue. 

It’s a good and appropriate slogan. The high school children 

are coming at the rate of 900 more each year. We must provide 
adacilities to give these youngsters the best education we can. 

No one denies these facts, and few have been heard publicly 

“to question the wisdom of the proposed bond issue. What criti- 
‘cism we have heard has been based on three questions: 1. Isn't 

“this huge sum a blank check? 2. Wouldn't it be less expensive 

“to expand present schools than to build more? 3. Isn't this just 
: too much money? 

First, this cannot be called a blank check. Each penny of 

‘the proposed expenditures has been earmarked to provide specific 
facilities as they are needed to take care of district growth for 
the next seven to 10 years. By master planning these developments 
now, the district can save hundreds of thousands of dollars that 
would be required by piecemeal, patchwork planning. Further- 
more, the bonds are not to be issued all at once, but will be 
sold only as needed and as the district's increasing valuation war- 

_ rants. 

Second, the expansion of existing schools is not as economical 
‘as it sounds, and the educational program would suffer from such 
a step. Central facilities at existing schools would have to be 
enlarged, and transportation costs would soar. As one example 
of the effect of such overcrowding, class hours at Menlo-Atherton 
during the current year have had to be shortened to allow time 
for students to get from one classroom to another because of 
extreme crowding in the corridors. 

Third, the average cost of the proposed 25-year bond issue 
| will not be more than 5 cents per $100 of assessed valuation. 
Thus, the owner of a $20,000 home, assessed at $5,000, will pay an 
additional sum of approximately $2.50 per year. This is hardly 
excessive as the price of good education for the young people 
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who will guide and protect the future of this country. 

The bonds must be approved, but to do so requires a two-thirds 
Majority vote. This means your vote. It is your responsibility, 
*not that of the man next door, to see that the proposal receives 
overwhelming endorsement Tuesday.

Proposed County Budget High, 
Preliminary Estimate

We can’t see anything “cheap” | 


about the budget coming up for 
the taxpayers during the next 
fiscal year. The budget proposed 
by County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings is a whopping record $24,- 
646,972 which is more than $1,600,- 
000 over last year’s program of 
spending. Don’t let the new total 
scare you too much, because all 
officials expect to maintain the 
present $1.69 tax rate. 

Stallings was able to trim $2,- 
462,000 from the amounts request- 
ed by department heads, one of 
the biggest slashes in years. Many 
of the new positions asked for 
were kept to a minimum with the 
health and welfare, extra busy at 
this time because of the increased 
relief load, getting the major 
share. 

It is not likely that the board 
of supervisors will do too much 
paring to the manager’s recom- 
mended budget, unless the ad- 
ditional cost of health and wel- 
fare continues to rise. Then it 
must make reductions or up the 
tax rate. 

Even with the county continu- 
ing its accelerated construction 
program, the county undoubtedly 
will keep its excellent rating in 
comparison to other Bay Area 
counties, many of which face an 
increase of about a dollar. 

This year’s spending program 
is $1,698,000 more than last year, 
but is expected to be met with in- 
creased valuations mostly from 
new construction (Couldn’t afford 
to have any increased assessments 
in'an election year, could we?). 

Last year, an off-election year, 
the tax increased about 10 cents, 
which was taken like a bitter pill. 
But most observers had the feel- 
ing the people who pay the bill 
got off easy. c 

There is no scrimping on the 
construction program for 1958- 
59, a part of an over-all, five-year 
program that will run into many 
millions. The price tag for the 
coming year is set in the budget 
at $4,103,400—not all from local 
tax money however. 


Among the items entidely sup- 
ported by local tax are additional 
improvements at the 1939 court- 
house addition, $15,000; Hall of 
Justice improvements, $35,000; 
library projects, $128,000; ware- 
house, $25,000; pit and measuring 
device for the sealer of weights 
and measures to determine accur- 
acy of fuel oil trucks, $15,000; 
north county health center and 
offices for other departments, 
| $128,500; additions and improve- 
ments at Crystal Springs Home, 
$300,000; boys juvenile farm, 
$60,000; land purchase and im- 
proving new parking area north 
of Hall of Justice, $250,000. 

Other major items in the eon- 
|struction program include a 
| $2,000,000 administration building 
which it is hoped can be con- 
| structed on a lease-purchase ar- 
|rangement; additions at the coun- 
ty’s detention home costing $280,- 
000, with funds to be borrowed 
from the county retirement fund, 
and a county jail farm, probably 
at Half Moon Bay Airport, cost- 
ing $50,000. 

Additions totaling $77,000 will 
come from the public building 
fund which is supported partly 
by local money. Then there is 
the $700,000 school for the han- 
dicapped (cerebral palsy) chil- 
dren which is the only bond

Phree years ago the boy’s father, 
a Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia executive pilot, brought home 
a “do it yourself” kit for a three- 
tube radio.
